DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION  No.  206-1911 

For  the  opening  and  extending  of  Barr  Street  from  the  north  line 
of  iracK  street  to  the  south  line  of  the  north  gl  feet  of  sub.  1 of 
Eliza  Kanna  Srs.  subdivision  Lot  No.  1. 

Resolved  by  the  Beard  of  public  Works  of  the  City  of  Port 
Wayne,  Indiana  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  open  and 
extend  Barr  streetfrom  the  north  line  of  Duck  street  to  the  south 
line  of  the  north  eighty-one  (81)  feet  of  sub.  1 Lot  No.  1 of  Eliza 
Hanna  Srs.  Subdlvisionof  a tract  of  land  situated  betv/een  Duck  Street  and 
the  St.  Mary's  River  and  between  Calhoun  Street  and  Barr  Streep,  said 
opening  and  extending  to  be  made  by  condemning  and  appropriatlTig  for 
street  purposes  sufficient  lots  and  parcels  of  land  described  as 
follows:  the  sixty-two  (62)  feet  lying  east  of  the  west  three  hundred 
and  sixty  five  (363)  feet  of  Lots  Nos.  4 and  5 Eliza  Hanna  Srs.  subdivi- 
sion as  above  described,  also  all  that  portion  of  Sub.  2 and  south 
fifty  (30)  feet  of  sub.  1 of  Lot  No.  1 Eliza  Hanna  Srs.  subdivision 
lying  east  of  a point  that  is  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  (363) 
feet  east'  of  the  east  line  of  Clinton  Street  on  the  south  line  of  sub. 

2 and  three  hundred  and  nine  (309  ) feet  on  the  north  line  of  the  south 
fifty  (30)  feet  of  sub.  1,  also  all  that  portion  of  the  one  hundred 
and  nine  ( 109  ) feet,  north  of  the  south  fifty  (30)  feet  of  Sub.  1 of 
Lot  No.  1 Eliza  Hanna  Srs.  Subdivision  above  described  lying  east 
of  a point  that  is  three  hundred  and  nine  (309)  feet  east  of  the 
east  line  of  Clinton  Street  on  the  south  line;  and  two  hundred  and  forty 
( 2^f0 ) feet  east  of  said  street  on  the  north  line  of  said  described 
tract. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  opening  and  extending 
of  Barr  Street  as  above  described  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  of  said  City. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected  by 
the  opening  and  extending  of  Barr  Street  as  above  described  is  described 
as  all  lots  or  parcels  of  land  not  occupied  by  streets  and  alleys  lying 
south  of  the  St.  Mary's  River,  west  of  the  St.  Mary's  River  and 
LaFayette  street  and  north  of  Holman  street,  east  of  Clinton  street. 

All  of  the  above  described  streets  and  lots  and  lands  affected  by 
the  above  described  opening  and  extending  of  Barr  Street  being  situated 
in  the  City  of  Port  Wayne,  County  of  Allen  and  State  of  Indiana.
